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It is kept out of sight as much as possible, 
but the fact is, this ridiculous [Clayton-Bul- 
wer] treaty binds the United States to protect 
all contractors for a mail and passage transit 
across the American Isthmus from "seizure 
and confiscation." The c^Fsequence of this 
stupendous blunder of American diplomacy is 
that our Government is bound to reinstate the 
late Accessory Transit Company, which the 
Wa:ker-Rivas government seized and confisca- 
ted, or it must pay the damages resulting to 
ttycompany. — Washington dispatch. 

ii.e dispatch adds that "Davis, as well as 
Cushing and Marcy and one it not two Judges 
of the Supreme Court, own that the United 
States are bound to this by the express condi- 
tions of this sapient Clayton Bulwer treaty." 
Now our distinct impression is that this whole 
thing is a mistake. The Clayton Bulwer trea- 
ty imposes no such cbiigation upjn the United 
States, and we do not believe that any respect- 
able authority asserts the contrary. The effair 
is probably nothing more than a pure figment 
of the imagination of some Washington quid 
aanc. It cannot have the slightest foundation 
:n fact. It certainly has none in the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. The only provision of that in- 
strument which could have suggested such a 
notion is the one which contemplates an exten- 
sion of the protection of the twe governments 
to other ioter-oceanic communications than the 
canal which formed its special subject. But 
that was simply an abstract agreement, depend- 
ing upon subsequent stipulations which have 
never been negotiated. The provision is there- 
fore practically null. Its latguage is as fol- 
lows: 

The Government of the United States aBd 
Great Britain, having not only desired, in enter- 
ia^into this convention, to accomplish a par- 
tiAir object, but also to establish a general 
principle, they hereby agree to extend their 
protection, by tteaty stipulations, to any other 
practicable communications, whether by canal 
or railway, across the Isthmus which connects 
North and South America, and especially to 
the inter-oceanic communications, should the 
same pro ■ e to be practicable, whether by canal 
or railway, which are now proposed to be es- 
tablished by way of Tehuantepec or Panama. 

8ince the "treaty stipulations" here men- 
tioned have not been entered into, the protec- 
tion of the two governments, as regards "any 
other practicable communicatior.s" across the 
isthmus, of course remains in abeyance. There 
is nothing of it. But if there were everything 
of it, if the protection of the United States and 
Great Britain had been actually extended by 
the requisi'e treaty stipulations to any and all 
other inter-oceanic communications, if the 
Transit route stood in exactly the same relation 
to these governments that the ship canal would 
stand if it were in existence, even then it is by 
no means clear that the Accessory Transit 
Company would have a valid claim upon our 
government. On the contrary, it is tolerably 
♦lear that they wouldn't have. The protection 
stipulated by the treaty contemplates "unjust 
seizure and confiscation," and not lawful seizure 
and confiscation under civil process at all. It 
could properly contemplate no other sort. It 
would be a monstrous stretch of assump'ion, 
indeed, for one State to draw a line of en- 
chantment around a powerful company in the 
heert of another and exempt it from all or from 
any responsibility to the native laws and gov-

The Railroad Vctr To-Day — A vote of 
the stockholders of ihe Louisville and Frank- 
fort Railroad Company is to be taken to-day 
upon the proposed union of the management oi 
the Louisville and Frankfort and Lexington 
and Frankfort roads. The arrangement has al- 
ready been agreed upon by the officers and di- 
rectors of the two companies and it i3 now 
subjected to the stockholders for their appro 
val and ratification. The election will be he'd 
at the depot in this city, on the part of the 
stockholder of the Louisville and Frankfort 
Company, from 9 A. M. till 4 P. M. This 
subject has ioDg been canvassed among the 
stockholders and nearly all of them have ap- 
proved the arrangement, bat before it goes into 
effect the sanction of the owners of a majority 
of the stock is r< quired, and for this reason all 
who are interest, d in the success of the com- 
pany thould be certain to give their votes. 

There can be no doubt of the mutual advan- 
tage to both companies from the proposed ar- 
rangement. Their current expenses will be 
greatly reduced, their interests will be identi- 
fied, and the business increased. There will 
be a great saving in time, and the necessity for 
separate machine shops and distinct sets of 
employees will be removed. The aggregate 
earnings of both roads will be materially in- 
creased and equitably divided in proportion to 
the length of the respective roads. The bene- 
fits to be derived from the new arrangement are 
palpable, and the officers and many of the prin- 
cipal stockholders have been for a long time 
anxious for its consummation. The gentle- 
men by whose efforts it has at last been effected 
deserve great praise for their active zeal in pro- 
moting the interests ->f these roads. 

It should not be forgotten that all the stock 
not voted will be counted in the negative in 
this election, a*nd we recommend all the stock- 
holders to attend the meeting and cast their 
votes. The stockholders of the Lexirgton 
company voted upon the proposition on Satur- 
day last and adopted it and confirmed the ac- 
tion of the boards of directors almost unani- 
mously. 

f^Our neighbors in Cincinnati express 
serious apprehensions of suffering on account 
of the small supply and high price of fuel. The 
scarcity of coal has occasioned the suspension 
of some of the 1 rge manufacturing establish- 
ments and thrown out of employment a number 
of poor people, who have no means with which 
to purchase fuel and must necessarily be ex- 
posed to great hardship should the cold weather 
set in before the river rises sufficiently for the 
navigation of coal-boats. The propriety of 
iurnishirg the capital to enable a company to 
open coal-mines on the line of the Marietta 
railroad and to procure tt.e rolling-stock neces- 
sary for its transportation has been seriously 
considered. It is estimated that the coal thus 
procured would cost eighteen cents per bushel 
in Cincinnati. The citizens of Louisville 
ahould take warning now from this state of af- 
fairs. The Ohio river is too uncertain to be 
allowed to remain our sole reliance for a sup- 
ply of fuel. The expenditure of a small 
amount of capital and a very little energy will 
place us in communication by railroad with in- 
exhaustible deposltes of excellent coal, whence 
we would always be certain of a supply and at 
a less average cost than we now pay for Pitts- 
burg coal. We hope the present season will 
not pass without some definite action upon the 
subject by men who can and will attain the 
desired object 

Telegraphic Communication with Eu- 
kcpe — This magnificent line of telegraphic 
communication is now complete between New 
York and St. John's, Newfoundland. The dis- 
tance, following the telegraphic wires, is 1,715 
miles. The submarine extension of the line 
across the Atlantic to Galway, Ireland, a dis- 
tance of 1,600 miles, will, it is said, be carried 
out successfully before the close of the ensuing 
summer. A company for the purpose of carry- 
ing it out has been formed in London, under the 
auspices of Cyrus W. Field, Esq., of New 
York, and Sir John W. Brett, a distinguished 
English Engineer. One third of the stock re- 
quired for the completion of the enterprise has 
been already taken up, and capitalists of all 
ranks and in every quarter of the commercial 
world stand ready to take up the balance. 
Doubts of the feasibility of the schfms no 
longer exis\ The Engineers Brunei and Ste- 
phenson, and others of note, have given opin- 
ions in favor of its practicability, and offered 
to take a pecuniary interest in it. The last 
misgivings have risen like shadows from this 
grand enterprise, incomparably the grandest of 
the age, and we may now look confidently for 
its completion in the immediate future. It is a 
fixed fact. 

Illinois.— Advices from Springfield, Illinois, 
state that the official reports of the election 
result from ninety-seven counties have been re- 
ceived. Buchanan's majority in these counties 
is only 1,297. Bissell is 7.624 ahead. The re- 
maining counties to be heard from are Craw- 
ford, Edwards, and Wayne.

Free Negroes Cannot be Citizvns— Im- 
portant Decision — The rght of cit:zei,ship and 
the right of suffrage are ofen confourded. 
They are by no mens synonymous, nor even 
dependent upon each other. Citizenship ctn 
be conferred only by the Federal Government, 
and is everywhere the sam« throrg'nout all the 
States. The right of suffrage is derived from 
and controlled by the several States, and differ- 
ent qualifications are req lired for it by differ- 
ent States. It is a mistaken idea that citizen- 
ship of itself gives aho the right of suffrage, 
and the right to vole does rot always imply 
citizenship. In Kentucky, a man may be a cit- 
zen but will not be allowed to vote until he has 
become qualified by his ccmpliance with cer- 
tain requirements of the State constitution. In 
some of the other States r.fgroes ar d fore ; gners 
are permitted to vote without being citizens. 
The negropholists of the North, in .heir fool- 
ish efforts to abo lish slavery and make free ne- 
groes of all the slaves of the South, seem to 
suppose that the objects of their misguided phi- 
lanthropy would theB be entitled to citizen- 
ship. The followirg decision of the Secretary 
of State will undeceive them. Uuder the con- 
stitution, persons of color cannot become in- 
vested with the rights of citizens. It wis ren- 
dered under the followirg circumstances: A 
few weeks ago, application was made to the 
State Department for foreign passports for 
eleven persons of color, composirg a troupe of 
mlnstiels, who were about to start on a pro- 
fessional tour to Europe. The necessary pa- 
pers and certificates were forwarded with the 
application. From these, it appears that i ine 
of these persons were born in tfcfl State of New 
York, one in Philadelphia, and one in Port- 
land, Me. Concluding that there would be no 
difficulty in obtainicg passports from the De- 
partment, the troape left, by the Hermann, with 
the intention of remaining at Bremen until 
they received their credential, which their 
agent here was instructed to forward af><r 
them. This expectation has bt ea disappointed 
by the receipt of the following communication 
to the clerk of the court in New York:

B f act. ry evidence 
la it the persons for whi m you request passports are of this 
description. They are reprnented in jtur letter as "eo or- 
ed,"and describe la the affidavits as "b ack," from which 
st.tements itmay be fairly inferred that they are negroes 
If t Lis is so, there caa be no dcubt that ihey are not citii as 
of the United States. The qiesticn whether free negToes are 
such citiieus is not now presented for the first time but has 
rej eatediy arisen in the administration of both the national 
acd State government*. Ia 1821 a controversy ar*se a* to 
whether free persons of color were oit zens of the United 
Mates, within the intent and meaning if the aetitf Cca- 
gre'S regulating foio'gn acd coasting trade, to as to be di»- 
qualifisd to command vessels, and feur. Wire, Attoinsy Gen- 
eral, decided that they were nu; an I moreover l.eld that the 
words "e tiieas of the l-uit d states" were used in the sou 
of Congress in the same sense as ia the Connituticn. Thil 
view is alio fully sustain d in a recent opinion of the pres- 
ent attorney General. 

The judicial decision! of the country are to the lame ef- 
fect, la Rent's Commentaries, vol 2, p. 277, it is stated 
that in 1HSS Chief Justice Dacget, of Connecticut held that 
free blacks are not '-eitiieas" within the meaning of the 
term as used ia the Constitution of the United States, and 
the Supreme Court it Tennessee, in the csso ef the State 
against Claiborne, held the same doctriae 

Suoh being the construction of the constitution ia regard 
to free penoas of color.it ii conceived that i hey cinnotbe 
tegarded, when beyond the jurisdiction of this government, 
as entitled to the full rights of citizens; but the >ecretary di- 
rects me to say, that, though the Department could not cer- 
tify that such periom are citntni of the United States, j et 
if satisfied of the truth of the facts, it would give a certifi- 
cate that they were born in the United States, and free- and 
that the gi ve: nmeat thereof would regard it to be its duty to 
protect them if wrong d by a foreign government, while 
within its jurisdiction for a legal and proper purpose.

Earthquake — Terrible Effects. — The 
Baltic brings intelligence that a severe earth- 
quake had taken place, which was felt through- 
out Egypt. Two hundred houses were demol- 
ished in Cairo. The city of Rhodes was in 
ruins. Some damage was also done in Smyrna. 
Fortunately but few lives were lost. The earth- 
quake also did great damage in Malta, Messi- 
na, Pezzalo, Syracuse, Catania, Candia, Cerigo, 
Gran Michel, and other places in the Mediter- 
ranean. Houses, churches, and mills were re- 
duced to ruins. Fifty lives are known to have 
been lost. Several vessels and steamers in the 
Mediterranean felt the shock severely. Ou 
board many of the steamers the machinery was 
stepped. The shocks extended from the 11th 
to the 16 h of October. During the whole 
time Mount Etna was emitting dense volumes 
of smoke. In various parts of Italy, also, the 
shock was felt. At Brindisi the people put to 
sea in boats. At other places the people fled 
from their houses and encamped for many day* 
in the fields. Another shock visted Naples on 
the night of October 16'.b, causing great con- 
sternation among the inhabitants. 

M. Cabet. — M. Cabet, the communist, and 
chief of tbelcarian Community atNauvoo, died 
in St. Louis last Sunday week. He was once 
the associate of Louis Blanc and oiher eminent 
French Socialists. His principles made it ne- 
cessary for him to leave France after the revo- 
lution of 1148, and he came to America to give 
to his social theories a practical exemplifica- 
tion. A portion of the colony he brought over 
with him, first went to Texas, but all were 
finally brought together at Nauvoo, where, from 
the year 1848 up to the present time, they lived 
upon community principles, or, in other words, 
'•had all thiDgs in common ." 

For several years the community seemed to 
be prospering, occasional visitors reporting fa- 
vorably of its condition, but during the last two 
or three it has been rent by internal dissentions, 
an influential minority siding with Cabet, and 
managing to control the refractory majority.

The St. Louis News, of Friday 
says: 

At this point the water is falling at about the 
rate of from one to two inches per day, with a 
channel depth of from nine to ten feet to Cairo. 
Upper Mississippi is falling, with thirty inches 
on the Lower Rapids, aud the weather in the 
vicinity of Galena, Dubuque, and St. Paul is 
becoming quite cold. The Areola, that came 
in this morning, left considerable floa ing ice in 
the river between St. Paul and Dubuque, and 
was compelled to break the Ice in Fevre river, 
to get into Galena. Fevre river is by this time 
frozen over. It has been frozen over every 
niftht for sometime past, but the boat that arri- 
ved in the morning was enabled to break through 
it without difficulty.

Important Bountt Land Deci 
Since the service cf the U. S. army proper, in 
Mexico, the Pension Office has ruled ihat there 
has been no war, notwithstanding the severe and 
protracted conflicts with the Indians on the Pa- 
cific coast, in New Mexico, an<1 on the plains, 
and has rejected all applications based upon the 
service referred to. Tlie Secretary of the Inte- 
rior has reversed the decision of a former 
Commissioner. The following is an extract 
from the Secretary's opinion: 

I have carefully examined the question in- 
volved in the appeal of J. Y. Brvant, from the 
decision of the Commissioner of Pensions upon 
the claims of Michael He?' m and James Detn- 
sey, Sr., of the U. S. army, for bounty land for 
services in the Rogue River War, so called, and 
upon the like claims r' Willum O'Brine and 
James Demsey, Jr., for their services in the 
"Apachi War," and "Navijo and Apachi War," 
tespectively so callet'; and having considered the 
same in connection with the report of that offi, 
■*er thereon, of the 15th inst., am of the opinion 
that a liberal construction should be given to the 
act. The fact, not merely the name, should 
govern the decision. The question, in my judg- 
ment, is, were these m?n actually engaged in 
what was really a waif By referring to the 
bounty land laws, and the various amendments 
thereto, it will be perceived that Congress in- 
tended to provide for all cases where the cir- 
cumstances actually constituted what might with 
propriety be styled tear, in which life was im- 
minently imperiled. There is not that close 
analogy between the pension and bounty land 
laws, which would safely make the decision 
upon the former precedents in regard to the 
principles which should govern the latter, as 
seems to be intimated in the report. 

Thing) in Kansas — Kansas outrages have 
been superseded by Kansas speculations. The 
restoration of peace and order in the Territory 
Is attended by the most deneficent results.

The Moon.— Dr. Scoresby, in an account 
that he has given of soma recent observations 
made with the Earl of Rocse's telescope, says

Sailing of the British Bark Resoittjtk — 
Her Appearance— List of Officers.— The Bri- 
ish Discovery Bark Resoluie sailed yesterday 
at noon, from the Brooklyn Navy Yard, under 
the command of Capt. H J. H-rtstein, one of 
the officers of the late Arctic Expedition, for 
Portsmouth, England, where she will be deliv- 
ered into the hands of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment as a prtsent from the Government of the 
¥nited States. 

The singular history of the Resolute must be 
fresh in the recollection of our readers. It will 
be remembered that she' was dispatched by the 
British Government in search of Sir John 
Franklin and was frozen in among the icebergs; 
that her' officers and crew had to abandon her, 
leaving all their effects on board; that she was 
found several months ago by the crew of a 
whaling vessel belonging to New London, Ct., 
having drifted about 1,200 miles from the spot 
where she was abandoned Nor will it be tor- 
gotten that the sum of $40,000 was appropria- 
ted by our own Government for purchasing her 
from the fortunate whalers of New London — 
theErglish Government having waived all 
claim to her. 

She has been repaired End fitted with the 
utmost care at the expense of our Govern 
ment, with the design of restoring her to the 
Queen in f.t least as good a condition as she was 
in at the time the exigencies of their situation 
compelled her crew to abai.don her. With such 
completeness and attention to detail has this 
work been performed, that not only has every- 
thing found on board been preserved, even to the 
books in the captain's library, the pictures in his 
cabin, and a musical box aud organ belonging 
to other officer?, but new British flags have been 
manufactured in the navy-yard to take the place 
of those which had rotted during the long time 
she was without a living soul on board. From 
stem to stern she has been repainted; her sails 
and much of her rigging are entirely new, the 
muskets, swords, telescopes, nautical instru- 
ments, &.c, which she contained, have been 
chafed and put in pet feet order. Nothing ha- 
been overlooked or neglected that was necessary 
to her most complete and thorough renovation. 
Several thousand poui.ds of powder which were 
found on board will be taken back to England, 
somewhat deteriorated in quality, but still good 
enough lor ordinary purposes, such as firing 
salutes. 

Her mas'ive build surprised every one of 
her numerous visitors while she remained at the 
Navy Yard. Her upper deck and between- 
decks are double planked throughout, while 
her bows and sides <re of three thicknesses. H»r 
builders bad regard to the comfort of her offi- 
cers and crew in the Arctic Seas. Ui der every 
berth runs a steam-pipe, and through the entire 
length of the cabins and between decks are 
rows of pipes, three feet in diameter, which 
must have effectually heated the vessel, even 
when the thermometer fell to 60 or 70 dtg. be- 
low zero. The pipes in question connected 
with a huge furnace, which also served as a 
cooking^range.

Important Submarine ExpFRtjtENTs-Trtal 
of the "Nautilus." — Major Henry B. Sears has 
invented a machine which he calls the Nautilus, 
which entirely supersedes the necessity for the 
usecf the old cumbrous and inefficient appli- 
ances in submarine operation; and yesterday, 
in response to invitations from the Ameiican 
Nautilus aid Submarine Company, a large num- 
ber of our merchants and scientific gentlemen 
took an excursion on the steamer Champion to 
Glen Cove, 'o witness the operations of one of 
the Nautilus Machines. 

A company of officers deputed by the U- S. 
Navy Department at Washington descended in 
the Nautilus. While under water they hitched 
on a block of stone weighing 5 tons and con- 
taining 56 cubic feet, returning with it to the 
surface in 4 min. 30 seconds After moving 
through the water about 30 feet, they descended 
again, deposited the stone, and returned to the 
surface, having been in the bell 9 min 37 sec- 
onds. After this trip, ladies and gentlemen de- 
scended a dozen together and expressed them- 
selves highly gratifud with their experience. 

The apparatus is a combination of a reser- 
voir charged with condensed air by a steam 
air-pump, stationed at the surface, and connec- 
ted by flexible bose with the Nautilus, which 
is in the water. The apparatus may be in 
various forms; the present is an inverted trun- 
cated cone, with a spherical top. It is about 
ten feet in diameter at the largest part, and 
eight teet in height. It is made entirely of 
boiler iron of great thickness. It is indepen- 
dent of suspension, and floats at the will 
of the operator. There are chambers on both 
sides of the machine, into which water is ad- 
mitted when it is desired co sink the machine. 
By opening a valve in the top, connected with 
the hose from the reservoir, air is admitted of 
sufficient density to counterbalance the density 
of the water outside. The requisite density is 
determined by proper gauges placed In the side 
of the operating chamber. The cover of the 
bottom is removed after these preliminaries, 
and communication is obtained with the bot- 
tom 

In order to move where no current exists, 
the operator steps on the bottom and carries 
the machine with him. In current or tide, ca- 
bles passing from four windlasses inside, 
through the plane of the centre of gravity, to 
anchors previously placed, admits of move- 
ment in any direction. In order to lift weights, 
a bar with swivel-hook is passed across the 
bottom. AffixiDg this hook to a stone or other 
weight, the water valves are opened, and con- 
densed air from the reservoir is admitted into 
the chambers. This expulsion of water exer- 
cises a lifting power exactly equal to the 
weight of the water expelled. As soon as the 
object is lifted from the bottom, movement in 
any direction may be made to deposit the 
weight; water is again admi ted. The connec- 
tion with the air reservoir being always closed, 
except when air is being admitted, the air pre- 
viously admitted is allowed to escape by a 
valve arranged for the purpose. The water be- 
ing again admitted, as 9tated, causes the ap- 
paratus to sink and the weight to bo deposited. 
The perfect command which the operator has 
oyr the movements of the Nautilus permits 
this deposit to be made with the greatest nicety 
This simple description embraces the whole 
apparatus. 

As steam cannot be carried under water, air 
of the same density, it is found, may be used as 
a motive power below the surface, and applied 
to the working of rock drills, sawing of piles, 
6lc , by a small engine inside the operating 
chamber, to which the condensed air is carried 
by hose in the same manner in which steam is 
carried from the steam boiler to the cylinder. 
By an arrangement of a chamber upon the side of 
the Nautilus, holes may be bored in the timbers 
of a sunken ship, in whicheye bolts may be sub- 
sequently placed — to which camels or pontons 
may* be attached, which, being subsequently 
filled with powerfully coudensed air from the 
reservoir, will raise the vessel. The lifting 
force is incredible. 

The Nautili's is elso available fh laying ma- 
sonry und it water. The power as developed 
yesterday, as compared with previous methods, 
excited astonishment from those most familiar 
with the business. The Nautilus, floating at 
the surface, descended in twenty-two feet wa- 
ter, the cover was removed from the bottom, a 
stone ol fit'ly-six cubic feet weighing about five 
tons was affixed to the cross-bar, and brought 
to the surface (n four or five minutes; the Nau- 
tilus, with the stone still suspended, was then 
moved between twenty and thirty feet, again 
desc°nded, deposited the stone, and returned to 
the surface — the whole time occupied in de- 
scending, lifting, moving, depositing, and re- 
turning to the surfp.ee being but 9, minutes. 
1 he amount of masonry laid by the ordinary 
divng bell averages four hundred and fifty 
cubic feet per day. There may be laid with 
the Nautilus, if the exhibit of yesterday be the 
ciiteriou by which to judge, thirty-five hundred 
cubic feet a day, at a cost of $35, which is con- 
siderably less than the ordinary cost of mason- 
ry laid out of water. 

By the aid of the Nautilus the topography of 
the bottom of bays and rivers can be ascer- 
tained with ease, the heaviest masonry for Sfea 
walls and fortifications laid without difficulty, 
and sunken vessels, of large tonnage, may 
speedily be brought to the surface. 

But the uses t» which the Nautilus may be 
applied may not be enumerated in a paragraph. 
Its adaptability to the pearl fishery is affirmed 
by adepts. The introduction of the Nautilus 
into Englaud will give our cousins a new sen- 
sa'ion akin to that produced by the yacht 
America and the frigate Merrimac. It is, as 
expressed by ex-Lieutenant Governor Patter- 
ion (now of the Harbor Commissioners), an 
invention to take money out of John Bull's 
pocket; for nowhere will it be more quickly 
appreciated, mo e highly valued, or more ex- 
tensively used, than in Great Britain. 

The Nautilus itself costs about four thousand 
dollars, but for the engines and other ap- 
pliances ail complete, six or seven thousand 
dollars will be required. 

United States Coinvge foe the Fiscal 
Year.— The deposits at the Mint of the United 
States Branches and Assay office, for the fiscal 
year ending June 30th, 1856, were, of gold 
$60,085,906 90 (of which $59,608,609 50 was 
from California), and of silver $6,637,523 37 
(of which $294,472 55 was parted from the 
California gold), making a total of $65,723 
430 25 in precious metals. 

The gold coinings consisted of 1,582,146 dou- 
ble eagles, 107,490 eagles, 365,670 half eagles, 
57,100 three dollar pieees, 377,334 quarter ea- 
gles, 792,110 gold dollars, 5 659 fine bar (of the 
value of $21,956,327 16), 1,065 unparted bars 
(of the value of $3,746,136 52), the number cf 
pieces 3,288,585, value $62,156,413 63. 

The sliver coinage consisted of 63,500 dol- 
lars, 6,016 500 half dollars, 6,872,400 quarter 
dollars, 2,880,000 dimes, 4,500,0e>0 half dimes, 
722,000 three cent, pieces, and 162 fine bars — 
(value $30,551 04); the number of pieces 21,- 
054,562— value $5,355,061 04. The copper 
coinage was 1,745,684 "pieces, in cents, of the 
value of $17,455 84. The whole number of 
pieces coined during the fiscal year was 26,- 
088,731, o# the value of $67 627,930 66. 
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The American Flag.— It is indeed strange 
that the people of these United States under- 
stand so little of the proper form, proportion 
of size, number of stripes even cf their own 
national flag, the glorious "Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner " The s'andard of the army is fixed at six 
feet six inches by four feet four inches; the 
number of stripes is thirteen, viz: seven red 
and six white It will be perceived that the 
flag is just ono-half longer th nit is broad, and 
that its proportions are perfect when properly 
carried ouf. The first stripe at the top is red, 
the next whi'e, and so down alternately, which 
makes the last red. The blue "field ' for the 
stars is the width and square of the first seven 
stripes, viz: four red and three white. These 
stripes extend from the side of the "field" to 
the extremity of the flag. The next stripe n 
white, extending the entire length of it, and 
directly under the field in strong and pleasing 
relief; then follow the remaining stripes alter- 
nately. The number of stars on the field is 



now thirty-one, and the army and navy imme- 
diately add another star on the admission of a 
new State in our glorious Union. 



I have not Begun to Fight !— Such 
was the language of Paul Jones when the 
British commander asked if he had surrendered.

ble answer : "No 1 I have not begun to fight ."' 
And tbe result was, that the battle changed, 
and in a few mo nentsthe British frigate struck 
her colors and surrendered, and Paul Jones, 
leaping frcm his own sinking vessel, stcod vic- 
torious upon the royal deck !

Washington, Nov. 16. 
A meetirg of the Republican Association of 
this city was held last evening. Resolutions 
were unanimously passed for the continuance 
of their organization upon the principles of 
their old platform and those of the Philadelphia 
Republican Convention. 

A committee was appointed to draft an ad- 
dress and resolutions of a congratulatory char- 
acter to the friends of Fremont and freedom 
and urging upon them the importance of keep- 
ing up their local organizations. 

RemarKs were made laudatory of Ool. Fre- 
mont and expressive of gratification at the re- 
sult of the election in Ihe free States, but the 
association deemed it injudicious at this time 
to make any presidential nomination for 
1860.

By a sailing vessel which arrived at Aspin- 
•rall on Thursday from Carthagena, we have 
sseeived the important information that Mr. 
CriCtb, H. B. M. ; Charge a' Affaires at Bogota, 
taring failed to arrange with the New Grana- 
«an Government the old standing Mackintoch's 
c2aia, has broken off negotiations with the gov- 
eraBent, and given notice that tie Admiral of 
lie British West India Squadron has been or 
••red to enforce the payment of the claim. The 
fifteeta Oficial of October 11th, thus introduces 
9ke. Torrespondencc: 

"Unfortunately a disagreement has arisen 
Kith. the Government of H. B Majesty, origi- 
suing from the non legislative approbation of 
tbe convention arranged on the 24th of Novem- 
ber, 1855, to compensate Mr. James Mackin- 
toch, a British subject, for the damage suffered 
If him in consequence of not redeeming in the 
custom house during a certain period, and in 
virtue of certain executive dispositions of some 
portion of the vales of the floating debt of 6 
for 200 which he received in payment of his 
cbum of Columbian origin. 

•'The Republic is threatened with coercive 
■rarures on tbe part cf the British Naval for- 
eae, without the Executive Power using its 
coostitutional power - having been able to pre- 
vent it. By its order, and for the information 
of the nation, it publishes the documents rela- 
tive to the recent diplomatic controversy on 
•His disagreeable affdir. It is to be hoped from 
2ae sentiments of justice of the British Govern- 
■eat that ere long it wi.l be regulated in a satis- 
factory manner." 

From Costa Rica the intelligence is to the 
tin of October.

ly ruined. The few Americans who wr-re in 
Granada bebaved well, defending the ordnance, 
guard-house, and hospital. 

The r ext battle which must be fought at 
Massaya will probably decide the fate of Cen- 
tal America, and were it not for the jealousy 
of the na ive forces there is no doubt on what 
side the victory would be. In fact they have 
too many gei erals who quarrel and intrigue 
among themselves, and neutralize the good they 
mieht otherwise be able to effect. 

This letter says that the Rev. Mr. Wheeler and 
Mr. Lawless, who were shot by the invading 
(orce, were taken with arms in their hands. 

From California — We have files of San 
Francisco papers to the 20th of October, four- 
teen days later than previous advices. 

We copy the following items from the sum- 
mary r.f Intelligence prepared for transmissioL 
by the steamer In the office of the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin: 

On the 7ch October, the California American 
of Sacramento published a letter from Millard 
Fillmore, dated Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 30, stating 
that he still held the sentiments in favor of inter- 
nal improvements, and particulaily the Pacific 
Railroad, which were set forth in his annual 
message of 1850 

On tbe 17th, a letter by James Buchanan, 
dated Wheatland, near Lancaster, Pa , Sept. 19, 
addressed to B F Washington, chairman of the 
Democratic State central committee, was pub- 
lished in the Sacramento State Journal, in which 
he states that he is in favor of the Pacific Rail- 
•oad and considers its construction Constitution- 
al and proper on the ground of its being neces- 
sary for the defense of the country, just as 
much as the fortifications of the harbor aud the 
appropriations for their erection. 

Since our last steamer edition several fires 
have taken place. One occurred in Minnesota, 
Sierra county, which nearly destroyed the 
town. Fourteen buildings were also destroyed 
at Gold Hill, about thirteen miles from Nevada 
Several buildings near Grass Valley, on the Ne- 
vada roz r1 , were also burned the next day. Oa 
the 7'h October, a destructive fire occurred a 
Placerville. by which property to the amount of 
over $50,0CU was consumed. The city is being 
rebuilt in very substantial style. Brick build- 
ings already occupy a large portion of the dis- 
trict formerly burnt over. 

During the past fortnight rain has fallen i I 
different parts of the State, and snow now cap 
the Mouutains of the Sierra Nevada. On the 
8th October, siow to the depth of eight inches 
fell at Bear Valley, Nevada county. On the 
Feather river ma'.y minprs were driven from 
their claims, and several wing dams and flumes 
were carried away. Copious showers have also 
fallen in the southern portion of the State. Ice 
an inch in thickness was fourmed near Placer- 
ville, at Glrizzly Flat. Our miners, farmers, 
and stock-raises are well pleased A table pub- 
liihed, showing the number of rainy days in 
e?ch of the past seven winters, gives an aver- 
age of about 61 days per year. 

O.i the 25th ult , at about half-past 11 P. M., 
severe shocks of earthbuake were experienced 
in San Diego coun'y. The Indians rnd cattle 
were mucn frighiened, and sleepers generally 
disturbed, but no great damage was done. 

Troubles with the Indians have occurred near 
Humboldt Bay. 

It is expected that there will soon be a plenti- 
ful supply of gold from the mines, though this 
is dependent chit fly upon the weather, plenty of 
rain enabling the miners to wash out the dirt 
collfcted during the summer. The Branch 
Mint, which had been closed on account of the 
want of the necessary acids, has been furnished 
by the arrival of a long expected cargo, and is 
again in full operation.

Another Territory, we learn, is about to be 
organiz'd by a portion of its inhabitants. On 
the first of September, an election was held at 
various points in the Gadsden Purchase for 
delegates to the Territorial Legislature of New 
Mexico, and for a delegate to Congress. The 
latter, it is expected, will present to Congress a 
petition for the separation of the Gadsden Pur- 
chase from the northern part of New Mexico, 
and the erection of an independent Territorial 
Government. To this post Mr. R. P. Cook was 
chosen. How much of New Mexico they de- 
tire to have included within the new Territory, 
we are not informed; but the advocates of the 
separation say that the country is naturally di- 
vided, by the intervention of deserts and moun- 
tains, into two States of governmental jurisdic- 
tions. Tbe Gadsden Purchase, or Arrizonia, 
as tbe residents sometimes style it, contains a 
total population of perhaps a thousand persons, 
of whom one-half are Indians, and a third Mex- 
icans of a very low class, the rest are Ameri- 
cans and Germans. Tbe principal village is 
Tuscen (Tuskone) which aspires to be the cap- 
ital of the new State. There is a fort in the 
vicinity of the place, with a small garrison of 
United States troops.— N. Y. Tribnne. 

Dittreiiing Occurrence — A Whole Family 
Destroyed.— A private letter from Morgan coun- 
ty, III., informs us that a most distressing casu- 
alty, or, rather, scenes of casualties, occurred 
about three miles from Jacksonville, a few days 
ago, to which nearly a whole family fell victims. 
A small girl, daughter ot a widow named Iron- 
monger, while feeding the pigs, having got into 
the pen where they were confined for the pur- 
pose, was attacked by a vicious sow and torn so 
shockingly that she died. A large bole was 
eaten in her side by the savage beast, and she 
was otherwise mangled. The shock on the 
mother at the horrid spectacle, killed her, too 
The next night a camphene lamp exploded acci- 
dentally, in the house, killing one child instantly 
and oo severely inj uring another that it is not 
expected to survive. — St. Louis News, Nov. 14.
